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1. A Soviet government representative stated "We disliked Tito

even more than wez disliked the West. The battle against him was on a more
concentrated ideological level than any anti-Communist Westerner could realigze.
However, we have decided that it is in the interest of everyone to adopt a friendly
attitude toward Tito end towsrd nther countries."
